TEL AVIV, — The grent clash 
between South American and Euru- 
peun football for’ world soccer 
supremacy will start with the firsl 
kick in the match between 1978 
cup-winners Argentina and Belgium 
in Barcelona today. FIFA, which 
organized the World Cup progrum- 
me, contrived to rule out an all 
South American or European final. 

Despite the ongoing political 
steains, the 1982 World Cup 
promises to be a glorious month- 
long soccer festival with a full turn 
out of all the original 24 countries 
who won their tickets to Spain. 
More countries than ever before are 
competing in the finals, expanded 
from 16 to 24 teams, Every team will 


play at least three games, the ‘top - 


four leams each playing seven 
games — three in the first groups, 
two in the second phase group, a 
semi final and then either in the 
final or in the match for third place. 

Not all soccer pundits have 
welcomed the expanded scope of 
the finals in which there are teams 
from such footballing backwards aa 
Cameroon, Honduras, Algeria, 
Kuwait and El Salvador, whilst 
former World Cup winners 
Uruguay and twice-finatists Holland 
are out. 
_. Brazil and Argentina lead the 
South American challenge, with 
star-studded combinations at the 
disposal of managers Tele Santana 
and Cesar Menaotti. 

Brazil are back with what appenrs 
a stronger all round team than ever, 
Instead of Pele, Garrincho, Jair- 
zinho, Rivelino and Tostao, they 
now have Zico, Socrates, Reinaldo, 
Jsidoro, Eder, Serginho, and the 
masterful anchorman Cerzaezo — 
all nicknames. They play that 
deceptive, slow build-up game, 
stroking the ‘ball around and then 
sirlking suddenly and venemously 
like a team of vipers. The Brazilians 
also have a unique talent for ex- 
ploiting dead ball situntions, often 
scoring goals with long range free 
kicks, 
᾿ς The Argentinians have brilliant 
Individualists in Deigo Maradona 
who at his best can almost win a 
match alone and veterans of 1978 
like the deadly marksman Mario 
Kempes and midficld genius 
Osvaldo: Ardiles (of . Tottenham 
Hotspur fame). The Argentine team 


has a lot-of experience and could 


well retain the trophy.

Hlalian pliyers have all the ball 
skills, yet often flatter to deceive in 
topnotch competition. They will 
almost certainly ugain have their 
reliable veteran Dino Zoff in goal, 
The return of Paulo Rossi will add 
punch up front. 

England almost did not make it to 
the finals, But now that they are in 
Bitboa theirs will be considered a 
prize scalp. They have regained 
confidence and their committed 
competitiveness ensures that they 
will be no soft touch for anyone. 
Manager Ron Greenwood has rare 
depth in his team with few certain 
berths, but much high quality talent. 

“The Rolls Royce” of the team is 
Trevor Brooking in midfield, with 
Glenn Hoddle of Spurs and Bryan 
Robson likely to pinay alongside him. 
Kevin Keegan, if fully fit, has 
Maradonna-like qualities with his 
ull-round ability and quickness of 
thought. Graham Rix, Ray Wilkins 
and Alan Devonshire will also be 
pressing their claims for midfield 
places, while in attack Greenwood 
can choose from Paul Mariner, who 
has scored some vital goals recently, 
Trevor Francis and Tony Wood- 
cock. 

‘The England defence has shown a 
marked tightening up, with Peter 
Shilton or Ray Clemence in goal. [t 
is their strikers, however, who will 
have to turn their chances into goals . 
more regularly if they are to retain 
hopes of winning again the World 
Cup that was theirs once before — 
in 1966, 

West Germany's powerful “total 
football,” first introduced by the 
Dutch, won them the European 
Championships in Rome in 1980. 

France play an altractive attack- 
ing game, with Michel Platini and 
the great sweeper, Marius Tresor, 
sure to catch the eye. 

My own long shot for 1982 is 
Peru. Theirs is a team that plays 
dazzling attacking football, inspired 
by 24 yoar old ball-juggler Cesar 
Uribe, Peru will also be fielding 
World Cup veterans Teofilo Cubil- 
jas, Cesar Cueto, and Geronimo 
Barbadillo, They boast a very ex- 
perienced side which if able to 
tighlen defences, could cause even 
the besi opponents a clutch of 
headaches. ᾿ 

No World Cup finals, however, 
have yet been played without great 
goals, surprises and the emergence 
of new stars from unexpected 
quarters. Thero is no reason to 
doubt that Spain 1982 will be any 
different. 
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
